McGill Grad. Made Discovery of 
Methods for Manufacture 
Newin Us*. 

The Chemical Society was treated to 
fascinating account of the manufac- 
ture of acetone and acetic acid during 
the war, hy Dr. J. S. Bates, yesterday ; 
afternoon. Before a crowded house 
the lecturer reviewed the plot of 
what has proved: to be a chemical 
drama or the great war. and compar- 
able to the latter it possesses an 
equally happy ending. The various 
paths that tend towards the production 
of acetone were skilfully brought be- ; 
fore the audience In their most essen- ■ 
tial features, and a glance into the 
future enhanced the pictures greatly. 

In introducing the subject, the 
speaker pointed out that acetone Is 
necessary as a solvent in conjunction 
with alcohol for the dissolution of ; 
nitrocellulose in cordite manufacture. ' 
Before the war British industry pro-j 
duced a comparatively rew pounds of, 
this important chemical in explosive | 
manufacture. At the time of thè great : 
effort for increasing the munition oul- ; 
output in Great Britain, the world was 
searched by commissions seeking for

Canada proved the most fertile field, i 
Very closely connected with acetone 
production is acetic acid. This well-) 
known acid has found a new realm of ! 
usefulness as a solvent for cellulose 
acetate in conjunction with other 
tilings, and the solution is used as a 
waterproofing material on the wings of 
aeroplanes, constituting the so-called 
'dope." It will thus be seen that even 
if acetone has shrunk In Importance! 
within the last few months yol acetic t 
acid will likely still hold a place of) 
Imvcrtance amongst industrial chemi- 
cals. 

The oldest method of manufacturing 
acetone was by means of hardwood 
distllallon. acetone constituting one 
per cent, of the wood by weight. The 
acetic acid distilling over on destruc- 
tive dislilation of wood is neutralized 
by means of lime, and the calcium 
acetate formed is in turn distilled with 
the production of acetone and calcium 
carbonate. Considering tho small 
yieid of acetone for the large amount | 
of wood osehY this source could play ; 
only a small part in supplying the tons 
pf acetone needed for war purposes, i 
North America had previously pro- 
duced by far the largest proportion of 
crude acetate of lime in the wo<-ld. 

The second source of ace -one de- ] 
vcloperi had molasses as It-* crude i 
material. The latter Is fermentcit by j 
yeast with a consequent produc''on of ■ 
alcohol, and this is oxidised to acetic 
acid by means of a fungus as in vine- 1 
gar formations The resulting solution 
Is then treated as in the. production of 
acetone from word.

TWO OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR GRADUATE WORK 

Public Health Nursing and Pub- 
lic Librarianship as Positions 
for Graduates. 

« 

PUBLIC HEALTH MIS1M.. 
Miss Gibbs, of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses, whom a few of the under- 
graduates were able to hear on Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Is touring Canada 
in the interests of Public Health Nurs- 
ins. She hopes to visit sixty-two 
towns and cities in the Dominion. 
About 8,570 of hospital nurses get no 
t raining in public health nuralng, and 
this is probably an explanation of why 
there are not enough to meet the need 
—the nurses are not acquainted with 
the field. 

This work offers an excellent op- 
portunity to undergraduates. Those 
who have bad experience advise a col- 
lege training before taking the train- 
ing in nursing, and especially advise 
the study of such subjects as sociology, 
phychology and economics. Public 
' health nursing is really a branch of 
social service work. Miss Lillian 
Wall's work in Xcw York, for instance, 
lie» in the Henry Street Settlement, 
and over 300 nurses are employed in 
this way, 

The nature of this work and the 
great demand for it was outlined by 
Miss Gibbs in her addTess. It Is. ofi 
course largely preventive. The nurse 
gives general care in the home or 
school, and attends to such matters as 
Hospital Social Service, Tuberculosis. 
Hygiene, Infant Welfare, etc. The 
Victorian Order of Nurses has estab 
llshed Cottage Hospitals in small 
towns in the West. This forms a 
centre from which two or three nurses 
are able to visit cases in the vicinity, 
and here the nurses hold their clinic 
and dispensary centre. In sparsely 
settled regions the demand is for a 
teacher as well as a nurse. 

There has been in Canada a general 
feeling that nurses must train m the 
United States, and hundreds have on 
tered American hospitals for that pur- 
This is really not necessary, 
except In a few cases for post-gradu- 
ate training. Miss Gibbs spoke very

ACETONE AND ACETIC 

ACID WAS SUEIECT 
(Continued From Page 1) 
British Government. The products of 
this action arc acetone and butyl alco- 
hol mainly. The process waa operated 
mainly in Canada at Toronto by the 
British Acetones, Limited, in a large 
brewery establishment loaned for the 
purpose. From a chemical standpoint 
the story of the conversion of butyl 
alcohol into a ketone very similar to 
acetone, namely methyl ethyl ketone, 
is a very engrossing one. An isomeric 
change from normal to iso butylène 
forms the crux of the whole mech- 
anism. 

The most important mode of pro- 
ducing acetone, and more particularly 
acetic acid, has been devised by a Mc- 
Gill graduate, and tbe plant in opera-] 
Don at Shawinigan Falls is now in a 
position to supply the world literally 
with these products produced by a syn- 
thetic process from calcium carbide. 
Acetaldehyde forms tbe important in- 
termediate product and two catalytic 
reactions are involved In acetone for- 
mation.' • 

Finally, kelp and spent soda pulp 
liquor have been utilized to furnish 
acetone from by-products. The latter 
source may be yet of importance in 
acetic acid production," since two large 
plants are operating In tbe States. 

After several questions had been an- 
swered by the speaker, the meeting 
dispersed on the motion or a vote of 
thanks to Dr. Bates for his highly in- 
terestinz address.

Many of the R.V.C. students, especi- 
ally those of us who have attained the 
dignity of the Junior and Senior years, 
are wondering just what they're goins 
to find themselves doing after they 
graduate. Ask any of the girls in the 
upper classes this searching question : 
"What are you going to do when you 
finish college?" and the majority will 
answer, vaguely, "Oh, something!" 
and then add with most likely a sort 
of resigning - themselves - to - the - in- 
evitable sigh, "Teach school, I sup- 
pose!" While In this state of uncer. 
talnty, have you ever thought of 
Librarianship as a possible field of 
activity? 

Unfortunately, there is not now at. 
McGill a Library School, but there arc 
many in the United States to which 
graduates from this University may 
be admitted. Among these is the 
Library School of the New York Public 
Library. Graduates of approved Ameri- 
can colleges arc not required to lako 
an exam. In order to enter one of these 
schools, hut the majority or applicants 
have to do so. This exam, is of a 
more or less general character, with 
a view to testing the scope ot the can- 
didate's personal reading, her knowl- 
edge of current events, etc. A certain 
knowledge of modern languages is 
also absolutely essential. 

Once a girl has secured an entrance 
to one of these schools there Is a 
variety of courses from which to 
choose. The leading subjects, how- 
ever, in all curricula are cataloging, 
classification, the study of works or 
rererence and library economy. The 
two-year courses as a rule require the 
presentation of a thesis. Experienced 
librarians and distinguished members 
of kindred professions often deliver 
lectures to the students of these 
schools on subjects that arc interest- 
ing and helpful to them. The holidays 
are practically the same as those Ob- 
served by the High Schools. During 
tbe spring vacation parties of students 
are conducted on visits to the libraries 
of nearby cities and towns. \Mor on 
the inspirational and educational value 
or these excursions is tested by an 
exam, or quiz. Anyone who has grad- 
uated with a fairly good standlug from 
one of these schools Is always able to 
get a position In one of the larger 
libraries. As in many professions, the 
work at the outset Is wearisome and a 
trife monotonous, but the interest in 
it increases as does also the possibil- 
ity of advancement. 

For those who do not wish to spend 
two years in preparation, there are 
Summer Schools. These schools are 
held annually in connection with most 
ol the large library schools in the 
United States. The term ranges from 
six to eight weeks. Elementary courses 
are given, and, in some cases, special 
courses in one subject, as cataloging. 
A certificate or diploma for library 
work is given on tbe completion of all 
the subjects taught. 

In any ot these courses a student 
must do a considerable amount of hard 
work. There it a great variety of sub- 
jects, and one is expected to give one's 
whole time to them. No position can 
be held or other courses taken on t.be 
side while attending a library school. 

During recent years there has been 
an Increasing number of openings for 
women. Still, a good many girls con- 
tinue to go in for library work each 
year.. If you have not as yet planned 
out your future career, you should 
think seriously about taking up libra- 
rianship as a profession. You would 
surely find it immensely worth while.
